Romania, like any socialist 
country, with k planned econo- 
my, has a tradition In long- 
term prognostications. A tradi- 
tion which started with the first 
five-year plans In the 1950s. Ana- 
lysts — and not only Romanian 
ones — unanimously affirm 
that, 1 m a short historical period 
Romania started from un agra- 
rian cauutry, with a poorly de- 
veloped Industry and backward 
agriculture, and became an In- 
dustrial-agrarian country , with 
a modern Industry mostly high- 
tech and an agriculture In ob- 
vious progress. 

This singe was reached with 
efforts, It needed and still ne- 
eds Ihe allocation, for accumu- 
lation, for development, of an 
Important part (some 30 per- 
cent) uf the national revenue. 
Sometimes, such an economic 
option had repercussions on 
consumption. But In Iho long 
run It proved to be, in the 
rnimlry's concrete conditions, 
the only viable policy. 

The cn no rule, palpable result 
or this error! ? It ts visible ami 
domluutc.H Romania's new eco- 
nomic geography : 18ft new In- 
dustrial areas have been built, 
in tlio last two decades aloud, 
parallel to (lie development or 
tlio existing ones, M.QIIU produc- 
tion mills being created throug- 
hout the country. In u national 
Ineomo of five trillions, over 
throe trillions are represented 
by the value of fixed assets. 
Compared lo 1068, when Ihe 
country's territorlnl-ndiiilnlstrn- 
ver, this growth was far more 
plelcd, Iho current Industrial 
prod notion Is five limes larger. 
In a number of counties •howe- 
ver. this growth ns far more 
spectacular : in SItlaJ It whs 18 
limes bigger ; Blstriln N As dud 
— over 15 times ; Oil uml Vus- 
lul — over II times : Viler a, 
C'&lilrael, Tulcea — over nine 
limes. These statistic duln mir- 
ror the option for balancing 
throughout tlio territory (he dis- 
tribution of large-scale indus- 
trial anil economic projects, 
IhiougU (ho capitalization of tlio 
economic and hunmu potential 
of the nrons less developed In 
the past. At present, every 
county In Rorannlu houst.s al 
least four or five industrial cen- 
tres.
